The process for making compound (II) 
set forth in claim 1 is neither disclosed nor fairly suggested by the closest prior art: 
Ragauskas et al (Canadian Journal of Chemistry, 13 C Magnetic Resonance Studies. 
120. The Simmons-Smith Reaction With Some Silyl Enol Ethers. Unusual Ring 
Expansion of Some Norcamphors, 1985, 63, pages 2969-2974), Seno et al 
(Chemical and Pharmaceutical bulletin, Thromboxane A 2 Receptor Agonists. 
Synthesis and Pharmacological Activity of 6,6-Dimethylbicyclo[3.1.1]heptane 
Derivatives with a Substituted Sulfonylamino Group at C-2, 1989, 37(6), 1524-1533) 
and Rerick et al (Tetrahedron Letters, Lithium Aluminum Hydride-Aluminum Chloride 
Reduction, 1963, pages 629-634). Ragauskas, Seno and Rerick taken alone or 
together neither disclose nor fairly suggest the use of the additives N, N'- 
dimethylpropyleneurea or 1,3-dimethyl-2- imidazolidinone in the process for making 
compound (II).
